April 2 
is set by various critics as the prob- 
able date of the departure of the main

Bloemfontein. 
It is 


pointed out that there will then be 
over a week's hard marching before 
Kroonstadt is reached, though there 
seems no certainty that Kroonstadt 
will entirely occupy Lord Roberts* at- 
tention. 


The advance, when it does occur, 


v;ill probably be made by parallel 
columns along a broad front. 
The 


movements of the cavalry force and 
part of the infantry, towards Glen 
can scarcely be construed as an ac- 
tual advance, though they undoubt- 
edly point to the imminence of such 
a step.

and it is the -high guarantee of our 
institutions that beneath that free 
hand justice shall dwell and right- 
eousness and mercy among the peo- 
ples given into our keeping. 
And 


it is not possible that such power will 
be perverted or abused until the char- 
acter of our people is changed, till 
the records of a thousand years are 
erased, till our institutions rooted in 
the soil of countless'centuries are no 
more, and until the high purposes of 
the American people are, by some 
malign miracle, changed to base uses 
and infamous desires. In the end it 
all comes to that—faith in the peer- 
less people of the-American republic 


who, 
as I most profoundly believe, 


are the trustees under God of the civ- 
ilization of the .world in the greal 
day of our sovereignty now dawning
